miſcheife, even till a craell meſſenger be ſent unto him, not to give him 
more ſtripes, for they will do him no good, but even to cut him off from 
having a being.

nature, fo Rebells may be ſaid to be pittakers of the very Diabolicill 
rature, his ow ne wicked ſpitit acts in them, and you may be ſure, it 
acts his worke. and in his method, and therefore our Saviour calls tho'e 
| very men in another place, /erp-nts broode, and generation of vipers: 10W Mat. 13. 
| a viper (as ſome write) doth deſtroy its vwne damine , which gave it 34. 
| being, and fo did they their Saviour, and fo do all Rebells, (yea our Re- 

bells) indeavour the deſtruction of their owne Nation that bred them, 
| of their owne Soveraizne that preſerved them, as Nero ript the Bowels 
| 
| 


of his owne Mother that bare him, ſo dothefe ( patria mater) rip up 
the very bowells of their owne Countrey , that gave birth and breeding 
to them. 

Tehannes Aventinus tells us that Maximilian the Emperour was 
wont to call the King of Spaine R-x Hominum, 3 King of men, becauſe 
his Sub jects like m n liv'd in obedience , but the King of Exglacd he 
would call Rex Ds.1bolorwm, x King of Divells, becauic the Su jects of 

| this Kingdom had divers times re delled againſt their So vetaign, (though 
Al waies to their owne ruine, ) as in King John, Henry the third, Edward 
| the ſecond, and Richard the iecond's daics: And I would to God, that 
ſome in this Nation, did not now prove themſelves worſe Dive lls then 
ever, but alaſſe they do, for the Religion here profeſſed now, is more 
oppoſite to this rebellious way, then that which was practiſed in thoſe * 
former dies: But in this, e may more fully behold rhe malignity and 
vicious diſpoſition of Rebellious ſpirits. they are not capable of graci- 
ous ot cv gel call inſt ructions, never marvaile it 2 ho offered ſpight 
to the cleare dictates of the Gofpell, do re bell sgunſt the King. 
' Therefore be not a Rebell. Truſt not a Rebell: Vſe. 
I. Be not a Rebell, walke not in the way with them, for ſo to doe, 
will ſpeak you the Devills Child, and to have reached to the higheſt ſtaire 
| of villanie, your Titles will be the fame which Saint Peter gives to Elie 
| mas the Sorcerer. Af. 13.10. Fullof al S whrilty, Child of the Divell, 
Enemy of rigbeccuſneſſe, and perverter of the right waies of the Lord: 
| you may remember for the Honour of Rebellion, that the worſt Title 
that the e vill ſpirit could teach King dan in the heate of his wrath to call 
Jonathan by, was this, T how Sonne of the perverſe and Rebellious Mo- 
man. 1 Sam. 20. 30. B 2 Truſt 
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2. Truſt not a Rebel, tis Solomons advice, Prov. 26, 25. Though be 
ſpeaketh faire, yet believe him not, for there be ſeven (that is a multitude 
of) abhominations in his heart they that ſeek Rebellion (as appeares by 
the practice of ſome in our Nation,) doe hold that Principle of the je- 
ſites, that they may break their word, promiſe, or oath , ſo it be is or- 
dine ad can ſum, to proinote their cauſe, and what man that is wife will 
credit tuch ? He that hateth ( faies Solomon diſſembleth with hes lips and 
layeth up deceit within him: fo did theſe men of Hope, when to get leave 
to fit as long is they pleaſed, they promiled the Reformation of Church 
and State, the payments of the Kings debts , and to make him the moſt 
glorious Prince in Chriſtendome : for how well they have kept ( or in- | 
deavoured to keepe ) their word, let all men judge: They make lyes | 
their refuge, and confidein them, and there's reaſon for it, they are of ' 
their net teſt kindred, even their owne Brethren, Children with them- 
ſel ves of the fame Father: I could ſhew you how all the foundation 
ſtones of their rebellious building are nothing but Lyes , and ſo are the 
pillowes that uphold.the fame, cemented they are together, with a mor- 
ter of craft, malice, and impudency, but — hath too {ufficiently {| 
taught this to the whole Nation: beſide I ſhould want time if 1 ſhould 
now ſpeake of it, onely there is one thiug Ile deſire you to note in all 
Rebells : It is their nature (being men that like Ahab have fold them- 
ſelves to worke wickedneſſe) to charge (as hedid ) by their lyes their 
owne conditions and intentions upon others: thow art he that troubles | 
Iſrael (ſayeth he to Elia) when it was himſelf: ſo Corah and his com- | 
panions when they rebelled againſt Moſes and A ron, did charge them for 
taking too much upon them, when it was oncly themſelves that did fo : 
And Satan when he tempted our firſt Parents to rebell , did charge moſt 
wickedly upon the Lord his Soveraigne, his own conditions of falſlhood 
and envy. And ſo his Brood amongſt us, how directly have they tro | 
in his ſteps : for ( ſeducing the people to rebell againſt their Leige Lord # | 
they have moſt maliciouſly accuſed him of falſhood (their owne condi- 
tion,) and of envy at the welfare and happineſſe of them his Subjects; 
and that he antended to alter religion, to deſtroy the Liberties of Partia® {| 
ment, and the properties of his people; yea and to bring in forraigners 
to invade the Nation; while themſclves (as wofull experience doth now 
teach us) have indeavoured, and in ſome ſort eff Red all and every one 
of the ſame things: where fore from hence (1 ſi) l-arne to be ſo wiſe 
as not to truſt a Rebell; and to this purpoſe, remember the example of 
our Saviour, John 2. 24. though they ſprake him faire, and made great 
profeſſions of their good will towards him, and of being his Diſciples. 
| yet 
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yet he would not commit himſelf wnto them. For (faith the Text) he knew 
wel! — was iu them, they were ſome of that Serpents brood I ſpake 
of before, 

And ſecondly remember too, how they (our Rebells I meane) will 
rot bi lie ve the King, off ring undeſerved mercy and pardon unto them, 
although he like that Inhabitant of Heaven, P/a/.15.hath kept his word 
with them to his owne loſſe , do you therefore believe ſuch unbelievers. 
But what ſhould be the reaſon of this their ſuſpicion, (ſome will fay, ) 
why even this: they judge of the King by themſel ves, they thinke hee 
will decci ve them, becauſe they have already, and till thinke to deceive 
him: what paines hath been taken, and at this preſent is, by thoſe 
Councellors of Peace at Oxford, to worke faith in theſe Infidells, but to 
no purpoſe, tis true which the Pialmilt ſaies of ſuch men, Let the Char- 
mers charme never ſo wiſely they will not heave, tor tis miſchiefe onely 
which they ſeeke after, and are reſolved, yea have ſworne, and taken « 
Covenant to perſevere in : 

A — man —— onely — 2 

2. Seeketh : this word notes his active diligence : ſeeking is 
and de viſing occaſions and meanes to promote that which is ai = 
querit tantum, he is diligent, for he mindeth nothing elſe, but this he 
minds al waies : the Leſſon or Doctrine is this. 

Rebellious men are exceeding induſtrious and diligent tn their way. 

They are al waics plotting or acting ſomewhat to the furtherance. 
Aat. 2.1. Ty deviſe miquity in the night ſeaſon, upon their beds, and 
in the day time they practice what they have deviſed , becauſe ( faith the 
Text) they haue got power (or the Militia) into their hands : nay ſome- 
time they are fo great with Egge to act that miſchiete which they have 
plotted in the Evening, againſt the rightevus man that lives quietly by 
them: that they will fetch him out of his bed at midnight: the dili- 
genc- of a Rebell is well expreſſed in that place before named, Prov. 16. 
27,28 29, 

"y Vir Belial, 2 Rebell or an ungodly man diggeth wp evill, that is 
he takes pines to undermine his brot her, as men do by digging to under- 
mine Cities: or he diggs into mens lives to find faults, as men do into 
the earth to find coales and mettalls; and when with the teeth of his 
malice he hath digg*d up ſome errour, or perhaps made it, with the help 
of Counſel diggd from Hell, his lipps are as a burning beame to ſhew 
it unto all. | 

2. He ſoweth ſtrife, (faxes the Text) amongſt men, namely in pub- 
lique, by his perverſcnefle and fro F and mak*th diviſions — 

2 riends 
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friends in private by his whiſperings ; or (as was ſaid before) betweene 
the Prince and his people. 

3. He inticeth his neigbbeur into ul waves with himfelfe, by his cun- 
ning infinuations, or els by violence he doth force them to help? him in 
acting miſc! icf. Obſerve S mens words in the place, and you ſhall ea- 
= finde this to be the ſenſe them; and then ſay whether the Spirit 
of God doth not moſt notably deſcribe the conditions of our Rebels: I 
hope none of you will gainſay the Holy Ghoſt ſo muc'1 , as to doubt of 
thoſe being ſuch who have theſe conditions: and indeel mark it alway, 
your own reading and experience will confirm this truth unto you, that 
a Rcbell is never idle, but is cither digging of evill, that is, plotting it, oc 
ſowing of ſtrife; that is, planting it; making breaches, whiſpering lies, 
calumniating the honeſt. iaticing the ſimple, threatning others, doing 
miichicf one way or other to further his own deſignes, not ſuch a man 
to be found ia the world again for activitie of ſpirit, as a Rebell. 

Reaſon, And the ground of this their activity is, that abundance of malice 
which is in them; now malice is like quickſilver alwayes in motion, 
and extreame hot, nor is there any grace in them to coole it's fervour, 
whereas in the belt men there is ſome Corruption to coole the edge of 
zeae : againe, guilty men (ſuch as Rebells be) are naked men, and ſuch 
are alwaies deligent to get cloathing: but they ſeeke it onely from webs 
of their own weaving, ſcelere velandum efſe ſcels, is their opinion, one 
vilany muſt hide another: and then too, they are (like men of the plague) 
deſirous to infe& others, to involve them in their owl qulphs, their fa- 
thers own children they be to an haire, like hin they would faine briag 
all men (it they could) into the fame condemnation with the:nſclves. 

The Apoſtle Peter notes the diligence of the devill that Arch-Rebell, 

1 Pet. 5. in theſe words of his: he goes about like a roaring lion, continually ſeek, 

1 Pet. 4. 15. ing whom he may devoure, and in another place by his concatenation of 
buſic *bodies, with murderert and evill deers, hedoth well informe us, 
that murderers and evill doecs, ſuch as the devill and all Rebells be, are 
alſo b»ſie-bodies : indeed they have nothing but their buſie diligence, to 
ſupplie their lacke of honeſtie, and to ſupport their wicked cauſe. Sa- 
tan for his diligence and activitie in evill, is called in the Goſpdl Beel- 
zebub,a Flie, or the God of Flies: who (you know know are mightie 
impudent and buſie creatures, beat them away from to place never ſo oft 
they will come againe : ſo will he, and ſo will they, he is the great Elie, 
and they (the Rebels I meane) are his Flies, alwaies ſecking out fore 
places, and making them worſe, nor are they ever wearie of ill doing. 

| Therefore let no man think the better of the Kings enemies,or of their 

Je. cauſe, ir their ac i tit and diligence in i;: yill you think the better of 
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the devill for his dil gence, or of murderers, and evill do:rs, becauſe alſo 
they are buſie bodies? ſure you have no reaſon : but ſtrive you in all to 
be as diligent in good, as they are in evill : be as unmoveable in well 
doing, as they are in ill doing, as Chriſt our Saviour was, who went up 
and down doing good, as Satan doth in doing miſchicf, was as carefull to 
ſave, as he is todeſtroy, to gather together the diſperſed, as he and they 
are to divide and ſcatter abroad. 

And ſince the Holy Ghoſt doth fo clearly note the pains and diligence ' 
of rebellious men, do but you in your fecret thoughts conſider how well 
the Kings enemies (the men of Weſtminſter I meane) have apptoved 
themſel ves to be fully ſuch by their caratages. 

Firſt conſider how painfull and diligent they were at firſt, in all pla- 
ces of the Kingdome, to get themſelves choſen to be Members : then 
how cunning they were to get leave to fit ſo long as they liſted : then 
how politike they were to drive from the Houſe all that were not of 
their own faction: then how ſubtill they were to get the ſtrength and 
Militia of the Kingdom into their own hands:then how impudent they 
were in working ſuſpicious thoughts in peoples hearts, againſt their lo- 
ving and religious Soveraigne : and then how induſtrious they were to 
get the vulgar ingaged with themſelves in their rebellous way: what 

igging, What ſowing, what whiſpering, what inticing, and what vio- 
lent waies did, and {till do they uſe to perpetuate this Rebellion? But a- 
bove all devices and tricks, one (to my apprehenſion) is the moſt re- 
markable :. When they had {cized upon the Kings Revenues and his Sub- 
ſidies (granted to another end,) and had borrowed much money upon 
the pretended ſale of 1ri/5 Landi, and had collected a great deale more 

n preaence to relie ve the poore Proteſtants of that Kingdome; after 
theſe, and manie other purſe-milking ſtratagems, (before they came to 
downright plunder, and to leavie by way of Exciſe , and to weekly or 
monethly taxations, they did ſet up for advantage, a certain counterfeit 
puppet ſtiled Publique Faith, who like a wiſe- woman (whom they call 
a witch) did extremelie cozen and cheat the [vulgar : for her bare 
word, promiſing repaiment, (and with intereſt too) out of the Eftates 
ol the Nobilitie and Gentrie with the King, (which were) alreadie be- 
come of the ſame tenure with Jriſb Lands, and nearer home,) they (the 
common people I meane) brought in their plate and money withex- 
treme greedineſſe, whereby they have ſo deeplie ingaged themſelves in 
the Rebellion with theſe Craftmaſters, that theſe wiſe-· men can and do 
now urge it upon them, as the ſtrongeſt argument of all, to keep them to 
themſelves; Al A gone (ſay they )and you Will be beggerr,and never have 


penny 
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penny of your money againe, unleſſe you hold out unto the laſt : and thus 
have they digged down many mens eſtates, and dived all the money out 
of many purſes, & made thouſands of people as deſperate as themſelves. 

Nay alas they have digged down the walls of many bodies, and beene 
occaſions of the ſlaughter of many thouſand men; they have digged 
down the walls of many of their conſciences, ( who are ſtill living) by 
their execrable oaths and accurſed covenants; nay more then this, they 
have in a manner dicged up the moſt reformed Church in the woorld,by 
their prophaneneſſe and Atheiſme; and the moſt flouriſhing Common- 
wealth in Chriſtendome, by their cruelties and combuſtions. 

They have digged and ſearched into all the practices of Hel and 
Reme, for policies, into the conſpiracies and conditions of Catiline, Syl- 
la, and Sejanws, they have looked into all the actions of Nero and He- 
rod, into the Schooles of Machiavei and the Jeſuites, for tricks and de- 
viſes to further their defignes : I durſt undertake to evidence ſome what 
of all theſe in their doings. Yea fo diligent and induſtrious have they 
been, that they have acted Satans part, in rebelling themſelves, and ſe- 
ducing others: Cains part in ſlay ing and — their brethren; 
Cham part in mocking their Father, their common Father : they ha ve 
ated Achitophels part in deviſing deſtruction unto their Soveraigne : 
Abſelom and Sheb4a's part, in lifting up the hand againſt him, D »egs part 
in ſlandering and murdering the Pricfts of God: they ha Jero- 


boams part in their endeavours to rent the Kingdome from the of 
D avid, in their defiling the worſhip and ſervice of God, and in their ſet- 
ting up to be Prieſts the loweſt and baſeſt of the people: they have a- 


cted Rabſhakehs part in railing againſt the Lords Annointed, in the hear- 
ing of his Subjects, even on purpoſe to ſtirre them up to rebell againſt 
him: and Judas his part in betraying their Maſter, at leaſt in betraying 
that truſt which he repoſed in them. Well / friends) but this, doe 
yen conſider ſeriouſly of theſe things, and then jau in your ſecret 
thoughts, whether the Kings enemies, thoſe men of #-fliinſter, be not 
excceding diligent and induſtrious Retels. And ſo I come tothe third 
thing in their diſcriprion; 

Their ungodly work, Rebellion, An evill man ſcebeth Rebellion ; for 
Rebellion, ſome read jur gia, quarrels, ſome read contradictiones, or cont en- 
tones, indeed all theſe tend unto rebellion; ſome read miſchirfe or evil, 
for c vils and miſchicts only are proper to procreate and uphold tebellion; 
and therefore — may obſerve in ſtory, that rebellious men have al- 
wayes heretofore (as well as now) allowed of all evil s, Sects, and he- 

reſics, ha ve pulled up the pales of all Lawes, have cried vp _— 
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and permitted all kind of vill ny and wickednefle, as meanes moſt ſuta- 
ble to turther rebellion: the Ie ſſon hall be this, 
Rebellion ts a worke of miſchieſ.e 3 Dost. 
Nay 'tis miſchicfe it ſelt. wick: dneſſe in the abſtract, the higheſt wick 
edneſſe, I have call d it & dſe where, and not untruly, the finke of all vi- * Loyal Sul. 
l:ny and the puddle of all ſinne, tis the breach of all Lawes, and relati- jelii belief, 
ons both towards God and man, pride, prophaneneſle, perjury, envy, 
wrath malice, theft, murder, eruelty, rapine, ſpoile, oppreſſion , irreli- 
ligion, and unnaturallneſſe, are all concentred in Rebellion; yea, all fins 
by all names that ſins can be named, and by all meanes that fins can bee 
committed do follow rebellion, and are to be found among that diſorde- 
red and diſobedient ſort of people: I wiſh that experience did not teach 
tkat Rebellion were the ruine of Re.igion, Church and Commonwealth, 
of ſtates, families, and men; tis contrary to God in every notion, Hee 
is the God of grace, peace, and order, but Rebellion is diametrically op- 
poſite to all theſe, it reſiſts grace, it murders peace, and deſtroĩes order; 
I wiſh (if it were Gods will) there were need for me to prove all thele 
unto you; but alas | alas I yuur owne eyes and eares are my. witneſſes in 
this thing, and ſhall ſerve for proofes of this Poctrine. 
And it muſt of neceſſity be ſo, that rebellion is a worke of miſchief, Reaſon. 
for 'tis the work onely of miſchievous and evill men, yea of ſuch as have 
climed up to the very top of wickedneſſe, and (faies our Saviour) cas 4 
wan expect grapes of thornes, and figgs of thiſtles, any thing but extreme 
evill from perſons extremely wicked, tant um mals querit rebellionem, 
oncly ſuch men are plotters of Rebellion. (ſaies the Text,) no good man 
will willingly have ſo much as a finger in it. 185 
No, youl ſay, why ? we are toli that all the good men be on their Object. 
fide, whom you call the Rebells, and the beſt Preachers, whoſe Docttrines 
and li ves have been moſt unblameable, yea our ſelves know many honeſt 
and good men who are ingiged in that way: and we are told alſo, that 
none but Papiſts, ſwearers, drunkards, and uncleane livers are on the 
Kings ſid-, and we ſee (God helpe) many of this fort with our vwne 
eyes; Wherefore either thole you account Rebells are not ſuch , or elſe 
your Doct ine is not true. 
To this I Anſwer. 
I. Thoſe I call Rebells are truly ſuch , for rebellion (as was ſaid be- Anſw. 
fore) is 2 reſiſting the Authority , and a violent oppoſing the will and 
perion of the law full Governour ; ani none can deny, but theſe doe re- 
fiſt the Authority, and violently oppoſe the will and perſon of the King, 
which is the la full Governour, therefore they are truly called and 
counted Rebells, | 3 2.1 
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2. I anſwer concerning thoſe wicked on this fide, we will not den 
but we ha ve of them too many, and as they are our ſhame , I wiſh alſo 
they were mort our ſorrow ; the Lord give them all hearts and grace to 
amend their conditions, that they may ccaſe at length to diſcredit a re- 
ligious King, and 2 righteous Cauſ , 

3. Fot thoſe known good men who ore ingiged on the Enemies fide, 
I Anſwer, (according to my former diitintion) facere malum is one 
thing, and guerere malum is another; gocd men through deception may 
be alliſters in, but they are not the contrivers of this black Rebellion. 

4. For thoſe en inent Preachers whoſe dilizence in their callings, and 
commendabl- lives, have ſobewitched people, as to thinke well of this 
rebellious way for their ſakes, becauſe they walke in it, Iamwer; Ile 
not deny their good gifts, bur this Ile ſay , that gifts and grace dot not 
al way bed together, Satan hath more abilities and gifts then any man: 
Nor doe I deny their reſtraininggraces , but doe confefſ- that many of 
their lives(like thoſe of the Phariſees in the (Jo ſpell. that loved the praiſe 
of men) were out wardly very commendable before this Rebellion did 
begin: But you muſt know that Satans tricke hath alwai been (hen 
he hath endeavoured, or done moſt miichiefe to the Church of God) to 
appeare in the ſhape of an Angell of light; to worke by the perſons of 
ſuch well reputed men; He that could make uſe of Peters tongue. to 
tempt our Saviour, (when Chi iſt bad that great Apoltle, get thee behind 
me Satan,) no doubt but he can and will, and doth make uſe of the 
tongues and examples of theſe men, to deceive the common people: Fa- 
wwel from the Lord ſaies, that Rebellion is as the ſinne of Wuch-craft, 
that is, *tis excecding apt to.entice and bewitch peopleto it ſelf, by thoſe 
ſpecious and religious thewes which the fomenters of it ſhall make unto 
the World. 

Or perhaps becauſe pec ple did too much adore the abilities of thoſe 
men, would heare the word onely { for their ſakes ) when they preached 
it; and would look upon their examples more for. their imitation, then 
upon the word it ſelte for their direction: God as a puniſhment on ſuch 
people, hath ſuffred thoſe whom they ſo admired, to be the inſtruments 
to lead them into thoſe of miſery and errour, that others might learne 
by their harm-s afterward, to love men for the words ſake, and to truſt 
more unto that then unto them. 

Bur (in ſhort) I would have you all conſider but two things out of 
Scripture , which muſt bee the rule to judge both men and their 
Waies by. 

1. Conſider that grace and peace, or truth and peace, goe = 
together

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her in holy Writ, and whet God hath joyned together there, is al- 
—_ joyned m every truly honeſt heart; therefore if you ſee men that 
do not know,or will not own the way of peace to walk therein, you 
may well conclude, that they are ſurely out of the paths of truth. 
2. Conſider what S. [ames faics of ſinfull and heavenly wiſdome;the 
former he ſaics is earthly, enſaall, divelliſh, and the fruits of it are envy, Jam. 3. 15, 
ſtrife, cont fron, and every evill Worke : but the other, that which ij from 1 6. cc. 
above , us pure, peateable, gentle, eaſie to be intreated , fall of mercy and 
good fruits, without partiality and hypocriſie: yea, the fruit of it is righ= 
reonſneſſe and peace; and hereupon do you but judge in your own con- 
ſciences whether the courſe which thoſe admired Miniſters take duth 
{avour more of that earthly and diabolicall, or of this divine and heaven- 
| ly wiſdome. 
And laſt of all remember, that tis ſome comfort to men who have 
| Hndiſcreetly thruſt themſelves into a mierie way, to have many compani- 
| ans in the fame, that ſo part of the blame and e might be an them, 
| 


which els would lie wholly on their own heads: you have heard the Fa- 
ble of the Fox, who having loſt his own taile, per{waded other Foxes to 
cut off their tailes too: faire ptetences indeed he uſed, but his true end 
was that his own deformity might be leſſe noted : ſuppoſe thaſe Mini. 
ſters to be as that Fox, and your ſelves may make the Application , and 
' this (hall ſerve to anſwer that objection. 
| Let the uſe of the point therefore be to work an hatred in you of re- Ve. * 
'  bellion by any means, do rot countenance the devils worke , whatever 
' wrongsor injuries are offered to you by either ſide: walk not in the way 
with theſe evill men; malum pati malum non eft,malum facere malum 1 
tis no fin to ſuffer; but to rebell is the higheſt evill, and will be found to 
be malum ſibi in the end, the ruine of the Rebell: indeed ſome read this 
Text thus, Rebellis querit mulum ſuum, a Rebell ſeeks his own de ſtru- 
tion; for when a man is once in, he cin ſcarce return, or leave off, till he 
de deſtroy ed, as the preſent example of their Brethren of Scotland doth 
ſufficiently declare: they began to ſet foot in t is ſintull way ſome three 
or foure years ago, and to all honeſt mens thinł ing, (pon their pardon, 
and the pacification, and the merge of ſo much money ) they miht have 
been quit, aceording to their oxth and duty, and ſtiried no more to the 
moleſtation of the ir gracious and mercifull King; but we ſec they axe re- 
turned to their former vomit : Retedion, as was ſaid before, is called 
witch- craft, and another rea ſon (beſide that alicady alledged) is becaulg 
if a man be once intangled#n its ctarmes, he can hardly get trep ot loolp 
gane: tis no ſmall mercy of God to thoſe men that are come our 
C trum 
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from them, Who were once of them : O let ſuch offer unto God im- 
mortall praiſes. 

And thus have you ſeen from the former part of the verſe. the enemie 
diſcovered : I come now to deſcribe the yp true Souldier, nay the 
Text alſo deſcribes bim, by his Office, by his Commiſſion , and by his

our pei ſons to fall by the hands of thoſe men for your own ſins; he u- 
fually ſets one wicked man to puniſh another. But the good Angels alſo 
are exccutioners of Gods juſtice at ſome times, it was a good Angell that 
ſmote the Hoſt of Sernach:crib, and fo was that which ſmote Here1 
with wormes, A&.1 2. ſo in like ſort good men are ſomtimes imployed 
as inſtruments of juſtice to puniſh the wicked; the Prince or Magiſtrate

I muſt be brief (for the time runs, ) wherefore let the uſe of this con- 
ſideration be, to per ſwade you all, who are men of war, to walk worthy 
the honour which God hath put upon you; you are his Meſſengers to 
execute his will, I beſecch you remember that he is an holy God, and ho- 
linefſk becomes all his ſervants : you'l think we Miniſters, who are Gods 
Meſſengers in another kind, ſhould much diſhonour him our Maſter, if 
we ſhould not live holy lives, but ſhould drink, and ſweare, nd commit 
evil; why be pleaſed to remember, that your ſelves are Meſſengers tothe 
lame Maſter, and holineſſe is comely in the camp, and is required thereto, 
as well as in the Church: read at your leiſure in Deut. 23. from Verſ.9, 
to the 1 5. Nay believe it, (Gentlemen and Souldiers) your practice of 
vice and ſin will both diſhonour God, and your ſelves, in that ſervice 
wacren 
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wherein you ire imployed ; rhe maine A which the Enemics 


have to keep the in rebe llion in, is, their Declarations to them of 
the wicked and deboiſt lives of the Cavaliers: O ſay they, do you think 
ſuch wretched ſwearers, ſuch vicious livers, as the Cavaliers be, are of 
Gods ſending ? will they maintain Chriſtian Religion, that ſhew ſo 
little of it in their carriages? thus they argue : Indeed I know vent 
many of their own fiction, and alſo that they inhrge the faults of ſome 
upon all, whercin they deale moſt unjuſtly with us, and ſhould we but 
decal ſo with them, they would (as well * might) cxchime much 5 
on us. Becauſe one of them was lately taken in the act and hang d 

the ſin of Buggerie, here in this Town, if we Preachers ſhould hereupon 
tell you from the Pulpits, that all theſe bleſſed Reformers, (for ſo they 
are called by their adorers ) are even ſue men, and guiltie ot that horrid 
ſin, I believe (for my — we ſhould much abuſe them in that particu- 
lar; and yet thus divers of their Miniſters are pleated to deale with the 
Kings Friends : the Lord in his good time rebuke them for it. 

But alas! (gallant Gentlemen and Chriſtian people)you all know that

his like (for goodneſſe) in al Iſrael : and fo that Captain As 10. was 
one that feared God with all his houſbold, and whoſe prayers and ilmes 1f= 
cended daily into Gods preſence. Abraham himiclte the Father of the 
faith full, was a brave Souldier ; he with the number of 318. aſſaulted 
five Kings with their Armies, 'vanquiſhed them, and took tue ſpoile :

way in the day of battell, and hid themſelves, I do not ſay in Saw-pits, 
but the Tc xt ſaies, in Shime-pits, they were men full of guilt and fin, e- 
yen the Princes of Sodom, and Gentlemen of Gomorrah.

Ihe ancient Romans ( the braveft Souldiers in the world) were care» 
full to abſtcine from all kinde of harſh words in ſuch caſes, (as 47H bim, 
hang lum, knocke him down, rogue, villain, or the like:) as alſo all 
kind of barbarouſneſſe and inhumanitie in their executions, for they ſaid 
they acknowledged their enemies to be men, not Tigers: Metine 
Suffetins was drawn in pieces with foure horſes for his Treaſon, from 
which (as a ſpectacle of great horrour) the people turned their eyes. 
The ſtorie ſayes, as it was the firſt, ſo it was the laſt puniſhment in this 
kind of rigour that was exerciſed amongſt them; for nuili gent ium mi 
mores plaeniſſe pn ( faies Tita Livin of them,) no Nation ſo care» | 
full topreſerve the reputation of humanity as they Be youalſo care full 
(noble Gentlemen and Souldiers) to abſtein from all ſuch unworthy con- | 
ditions : object not, that the enemies deal ſo ſname fully with our men. 
when they get them into their power, for Ile aſſure you, baſeneſſe doth 
better become them, and their eau ſe, then ever it wil become you. 

5. Take heed you do not do any thing againſt the enemies out of your 
own private hatred: remember that you are the Kings men, and your e-

wledge ves the Kings Meſſengers, remember your unploy+ *' 
ment sccording to your Comuniſion, is to puniſh rebels, and not to a- 
buſe good Subjects. And in your actions againſt the Rebels, I can, from 
the Text, excite you to be couragious : for they being ſuch as they be, 
the people of Gods curſe, and you having the Kings Commiſſion , and 
fighting in defence of his facred Perſon , Crown and dignity againſt 
them; what ever bloud of theirs you ſhed in battell, is not innocent | 
bloud, but as guiltie bloud as ever was ſhed by Chriſtians in a juſt warre 
fince the beginning of Chriſtianity : for concerning the heads of this | 
Rebellion, the ne of Weſtminſter, or the faction there,who to vex their 
rdigious — have beſtowed their beſt care to loſe Ireland, to give a- 
way Scotland, and to deſtroy England: theſe men, I ſay, together with 
their bloud-thirſtic Chaplains,by whoſe venemous tongues they belch 
out ſo much blaſphemie, treaſon,and crueltie,againſt God, the King, and 
the Kings people : and by whoſe witcherie and ſpecious pretences,they 
have conjured ſo manie of the poore vulgar into their deſperate and de- 
ſtructi ve circles: if ever any combination of men upon earth, ſince the 
Scribes and Phariſees of Chriſts time did fin the fin againſt the Holy 
Ghoſt, I feare theſe are they: for they do knowingly reſiſt the doctrine 
of Gods Word and Spirit, and ſtudiouſly oppoſe the light of their own 
conſciences and former profeſſions. How often have they charged it 
upon His ſacred Majeſtie to intend that miſchiete which themſelves 
were in practice of, and in plotting to pet forme? How have they 
hood- winked the poore Commonaltie ot Er gland, with ſuſpitiqns of 
the Kings calling in Forraigners to invade the Land, and n to 
deſtroy 
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deſtroy the Priviledges of Parliament, and Liberty of the Subject, till 
themſelves have effected the very ſame things? 

What pee viſh conſtructions have they made of all His Majeſties moſt 
honeſt and candid expreſſions ? How have they ſtudied moſt irreligiouſiy 
to thwart him in all his pivus ard peaceable defires ? all this doth plainly 
ſpeak to every diſcerning eye, that their labours are, againſt their owne 
conſCences, to grieve the Holy Ghoſt in the boſome of Gods Annointed. 

Nay let every man judge of their ſpirits, and of the nature of their fin 
by two things in particular. 

1. By their — their late Oath and Covenant upon people; where - 
as themſelves did moſt highly condem ne and oppoſe that new Oath made 
by the Convocation ſome five yeares ago, to be taken by the Clergie, as 
moſt ungodly, unreaſonable, and illegill ; affirming that the proceedings 
in the urging thereof were too extremely violent,and the leannexed 
thereto upon the reſuſall thereof was too cruell : ind many arguments 
(ſpecially thoſe called the London Se were framed and countenan= 
ced by them againſt the ſame ; themſelves have now: point · blank againſt 
thoſe their own Arguments inforced an Oath far more ungodly, more un- 
reaſonable, and more illegall, with more extremitie of violence, and with 
heavier penalties, upon more people, all in generall, more ignorant, where- 
by they have indangered millions of ſoules, and depoſed many faichfull 
Miniſters, and others, ſrom their places, means, and maintenance, becauſe 
they dare not offend God and their own conſciences in taking of it. 

2. By that common Anſwer of theirs, which hath been ſo often given 
by ſo many of them; when they have beene moved to reſtraine Anaba · 
ptiſts, Hereticks, and vicious perſons (whereof there be ſuch ſwarmes 2» 
mong them ) namely, that theſe ſerve to advantage the Canſe, to promote 
the great deſigne in ( ſcil. to depoſe the King, and murder all his 
friends) therefore they muſt be borne Withall for the ſeaſon. | 

From theſe, and many other ſuch particulars, it may be concluded,that 
your Enemies are the Enemies not onely of peace, but alſo of Gods truth 
and Spirit; and as you have God, and a righteous Cauſe on your fide , ſo 
have you their own Conſciences againſt themſelves, and the praiers of ſin- 
cere-hearted men pleading for you: wherefore be joa confident and cou- 
ragious, more are for you, then againſt you, be holy , be valiant : Yea te 
holie, that you may be valiant ; nay be holie, and you ſhall be valiant , the 
Spuit of Holineſſe is the Spirit of fortitude, and the Authour of good 
ſuccefle : Remember that precept, Deut. 23. 9. When the Hoſt goeth forth 
againſt the enemies, then keep thee ſrom every Wicked thing: Nay let me 
aſſure you, you cannot gall your cnemics, or p ejudice them more, then by 
ping upright and holie ; for they (I mean the ſeekers of Rebellion) are 
ſuch unbittered enemies againſt the truth of grace, (What ever they pre- 
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tend) that they gnaſh their very teeth at thoſe whom they cannot vitiate 
with their rebellion, or darken with their lies and ſlanders. Yea friends, 
let me aſſure you that holineſſe in you will quite difarme and un weapon 


them, wheras your fins do ſet an edge both upon their tongues and ſwords; 


your holineſſe ſhall take away the <dge of both, or tis turn the ſame upon 
themſelves : whercfore I fay and ſay againe, and I do beſeech you with- 
all, for the good of your foules, and for the Honour of your King, whom 
you love and reverence (gallant Gentlemen and Chriſtian Souldiers ) be 
holy, be valiant; and be you ſure, though you do but your duty in oppoſi 
theſe men of bloud (who will have nothing but war, var,) yet you 
not loſe your reward: God will ſee them paid that are imploi:d in his 
work, you may obſerve in Exe. 29.18.19. That God takes order for Ve- 
— and his Armie, That they ſbould be paid for the ſervice they 
had done againſt Tyrus. 

But perhaps ſome of you will ſay, how ſhall we do in the mean time? 
To anſwer this, I muſt turn my ſpeech to other perſons. 

You Gentlemen of the Countrey, Townſmen, and others who are not 
Souldiers, and do not aſſiſt perſonally in this righteous way, be it knowne 
unto you, that you are bound in dut ie and conſcience, to afford the liberall 
and willing aid of your purſes: for is it juſt that theſe yone Countrimen 
ſhould (like Zeb-xdonand Nephthali, Iudg. 4. jeopard their lives auto death 
in the high places of the field, while you in the mean time, like the men of 
Reuben, abide in your ſheepfolds, hearing the bleatings of yowr flocks; or be 
2 — your ſelves ho ſhall afford the leaſt aſſiſtano to the ſub- 
duing theſe enemies of your King? I confeſſe you have been loyall, and ex- 
emplarie to others in many things ; I beſcech you all to perſevere, and re- 
member that all yon ha ve lies at the ſtake, and he deſerves to loſe all, that is 
net willing to part with ſome to preſerve the reſt;nay (Sirs)let men think 


as they pleaſe of themſel ves, I believe he is no true Sub ject, nor hath ſuch . 


an heart as he ſhould have , that defires any thing more then a bare being, 
till his Soveraigne be again ſetled in the throne of his Kingdome, 

Wherefore I beg ot you all( whom God hath bleſſed above others with. 
wealth and lubſtance)appro ve your ſelves right, and like thoſe Governowrs 
of Iſrael that offered themſelves willingly among the people; that we(as the 
Propheteſſe there did) may rejoice in you, and blefſc God for you: Mine 
heart (ſaies ſhe ) towards the Governeurs of Iſrael, that offered themſelves 
willingly among the people, bleſſe ye the Lord: For be aſſured that other wiſe 
the curſe of Aeroz will be your portion, Curſe ye Meroz, ( ſaies the An- 
gell of the Lord) curſe ye bitterly the inhabitants thereof beeanſe they came 
not ro help the Lord (the Captain of the Lord, the Annointed of the Lo d) 
againſt the mighty, or — i y enemies, that did jo mightily in- 
creaſe, and ſo mightily exalt themſcd ye. Fr 
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And you (go le all) of what ranke or condition, ſex or degree, 
ſoe vet Laber de Carohull (I pray) to afford the aſſiſtance of your praiers, 
that the ſpirit of the Lord may come upon that Princely Generall whom p. Rupert. 
God hath ſent for your protection into theſe parts, as it did upon Sampſon 
when the Philiſtimes were upon him - And let me tell you, where ever o- 
thers'are pleaſed to lay the fault of our no better proceedings in theſe parts 
hitherto : I (who have been an obſerver of paſſages) do profeſſe unto you, 
that I can lay it on nothing ſo much as on your want of prayer : wee had 
at firſt a moſt honourable, valant, and loyall hearted General : whoſe per- L. ce 
forall care, diligence and courage, envie it ſelf was not able to blemiſh, but 5 Fas : 
he was not furtunate in theſe parts: we had after him a perſon of like no-— e 
bleneſſe, againſt whom the very faction at Weſtminſter ( when time was) 
could object nothing but honeſtie, and the Kings affection towards bim: 
whoſe, known wiſdom: and valour hath been ſucceſſefull alſo in other pla- 
ces; but not ſo happie as yet in theſe parts; though attended too, with the 
concurrence of many valiant ſouldiers, and experienced men: And I dv 
verily believe, the maine cauſe of all this is, your negle& of prajer ; wee 
have daies appointed by His Sacred Majeſtie to faſt and pray in, but how 
poorely are they obſerved, ray how highly ate — 4 , here is 
nothing among many that I ſoe, dut ſwearing and drinking, and deſpiſing 
of pietie, and thus have yon weakened the hands of the valiant, 

O but I beſeerh you offer not thelike mjurie to this Man of men, to 
this mirrour of Europe, this Honour of Chriſtendome for Che valrie and 
valour, ſo fully beautiſied with all the quelities of i moſt accompliſhed Ge, 
neralll, and made more glorious yet, by the ſpaule and daubings of the 
treacherous and foule-mouthed Nebells, (which alone is ſufflcient to ſpe: 
him excellent, to all that know not him, but them: ) O doe not I beſeech 
you tie the hands of this illuſtrious Simpſon with the cotds of your fmnes; 
do not blaſt the greenheſſe of this Royal branch, with your prophanefſe and 
negle& of duty, do not weaken him by truſting in him; It yout confi- 
dence be onely in God, that he may worke by him, but follow al waies with 
your prayers, that good ſueceſſe may alſo attend him here, as it hath done 
in other places; And let us daily bleſſe the God of Heaven for him, and for 
his Princely Brother, the two great Inſtraments of our ſupportation , in p. Aaurici 
theſe daies of our calamity; let ys obſerve the Al night ies doing, how hee 
in Ul. ſſing and honouring them hath at length regarded the low and affli- 
Red eſtate of their Royall Mother, and hath thereby graciouſly anſwered 
our project for her, but tis in ſuch a way, that our enemi:s are ready even 
to gnaſh their teeths at the Majeſtic of Hcaven for it, (as may appeare by 
their rating and chiding of God for the ſame in ſome of their prayers : ) 
well (friends) I ſay but this; take yer heed we be not means by our ungod- 
liecourſes to darken thoſe whom God hath hondured ; leave ſwearing, 
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drinking, Sabbath-breaking, and prophanation of the Faſt daics, leſt there- 
by we — the concurrence of divine aid, unto their Princely underta-

hy = — laſt of all, to the Governour , Mejor, and Officers of this 
Towne, I would ſpeak à word: Sirs, you are fortifying your Town, and 
have ſpent much money about it, to little purpoſe hitherto, your Ram< 
pires have fallen downe, and your lbour hath Leen in vaine: and wot you 
what is the cauſe of all > why even the uncontrouled finnes within it; 
ſuch curſing and ſuch ſwearing, even by women and children, as well as by 
men, did I never heare, as ia this place, ſure theſe oaths and curſes be the 
bullets that have battered down your Fortifications;O that you would for 
your one ſafetie and for the honour of the King. and for the bleſſing of 
God upon his righteous Cauſe, take ſome order, to reforme theſe abules, 
quantum in voby eft, beſide you might ſave ſome Money by it, your works 
would ſtand the better;yea if you would rake the cowſe which I ſhall pre- 
22 would ſpare your {clves 2 great deal of trouble in another kind,

Youare full of ſuſpicions here in the Tone, (I perceive) that you have 
treacherous perſons among you, fuch as are better affected to the Enemies, 
— —— have bin impriſoned upon jealouſies and fears, 
and nothing that I ſee yet can be proved againſt them, ——

molt teliefe, that feaſt their bodies beſt, mah be yeelded their beſt friends, 
and the Kings greateſt Enemies : This is all I had to fay , now 

the Lord give you all a right underſtanding in all things, Amen.
